ORE SCANDALOUS IMMORALITY. 

The reports of Federal departments 
ard not always dry as dust. The Biological 
Survey of the Department of Agricu'ture 
has just issued a documental report replete 
with shocking scandal.

proachable morais it t obvious: that the 
feathered sinners have taken a mean ad- 
vantage of this sheltering cloak of wim- 
peachable propriety. Under the socivty’s 


‘protection of their “liberty” they have evi 


dently taken every “license” and have now 
spread their scandalous influence, via Ma- 
dame La Mode, over the human family. 

We have often observed that the posses- 
sion ok a feather had a distinctly intriguing 
effect upon feminine human beings. Just 
one feather in a hat gave a distinctly pro- 
vodative demeanor. And the greeniorn 
who slept on one feather remarked, ‘If 


that was so darned hard, what must a bed 
full of em be?” 


Exactly. And if one 
feather on one hat could have such a pro- 
voking effect upon otberwise modest wom- 
anhood, what must a whole outfit of them 
achieve? One recalls with shockful remi- 
niscence the gorgeous depravity of the Bab- 
ylonian beauty in “Intolerance” decked en- 
tirely in sumptuous feathers.

There are few States in the Union in 
which Republican sentiment predominates 
to as high a degree as in California.

Partisans in both wings have 
been bad losers: ani the wing that has 
been beaten in the primaries has often re- 
fused to vote for the winning Republican 
nominees, just to get even. Republican 
sentiment shines as high and clear as the 
sun in our southern skies; but clouds of 
envy and hate have intervened during the 
national campaigns and the voters got ccn- 
fused. It fs not the number of Republican 
registrations, but the number of Republican 
ballots, that counts. 

Campaigns having for their osten 
purpose the centering of Republican sup- 
port on Republican candidates have result 
ed in. disintegrating Republican sentiment 
instead. 
carry California in 1916 it was necessary 
for as many registered Republicans to vote 
for him as registered Democrats. Excuses 
end explanations cannot alter the record. 
In Presidential years California ts a donbt- 
ful State, not because Democratic feeling is

strong, but because Republican ranks are 
divided. If the jealonsies of the last two 
rational campaigns develop anew this year 
another Democratic victory in California 
will be threatened. :

People in both wings of the Republican 
party who would like to run things end 
object to seeing other people run things 
must not be too aggressive. It is Repub- 
lican ballots that must be sought, and there 
must be no ugly raps at Republican voters: 
that rapping has been done before and re- 
sulted in kicking the State into the Demo- 
cratic column. | 

We have frequently called attention to 
the fact that the California election laws 
are fearfully and wonderfully made; but it 
is bootless to quarrel about the rules after 
the game has started. In spite of those 
laws, California must be brought this year 
into the Republican column. To do this, 
we repeat, popular electors must be named 


and popular Congressional candidates must. 


be nominated. The men and women select- 
ed must be representative of the people of 
the State or the Congress district. They 
must not represent a single class or creed. 

It is unfortunate that Republicans are not 
permitted to vote in the August primaries 
for Presidential electors. Under the Call 
fornia law the party nominees for the Leg- 
islature meet in a convention in Sacramen- 
to, adopt a platform. and select the can¢i- 
dates for Presidential electors. This law 


causes a confusion of State and national 
politics. Candidates for the State Assembly 


and Senate should be chosen for their 
knowledge of State affairs; yet these car.di- 
dates promulgate the platform on which na- 
tional electors and candidates for Congress 
must stand in California and select the 
committees to conduct the campaign. 

Mr. Taft has pointed out that this coun- 
try can only attain to membership in the 
League of Nations when the President and 
the Senate are in accord. If Senator Har- 
ding is to be the next President it is a para- 
mount necessity that he shall be supported 
by a Republican Senate and Congress. It 
is through harmony and not through hos- 
tility that the ideals for which 2,000,000 
Americans fought and 100,000 died in the 
late war are to be attained. Unity in the 
government can only be secured through 
unity of action on the part of the Repub- 


Mean voters of the sovereign States. This 


is no year for self-seekers in Republican 
politics in California. The candidates for 
Congress are nominated in the August rr. 
maries. Republicans of every Congress dis- 
trict should see that its petitions are fled 
putting the best man in that district in 
nomination, and that he is given a support 
that will insure his success. Twelve years 
ago every Congressman elected from Cali- 
fornia was a Republican. If the Repub- 
licans of the State are true to their convic- 
tions and to their party the same result 
can be secured this year. 

We must keep in mind that the Repub- 
Hoan campaign in California this year will 
be in charge of the Republican State en- 
tral Committee. This committee will he 
named at the Sacramento convention early 
in September. Only preliminary work can 
be done until the committee is selected and 
organizes. It would be a mistake to or- 
ganize volunteer bodies now that would have 
ty withdraw after the regular committee is 
named; and it would be a greater mistake 
to attempt to organize a volunteer commit- 
tee which would divide responsibility with 
the Republican State Central Committee. 
Mutual suspicion and divided responsibility 
made the Republican defeat of 1916 pos-

dates and Republican ideals. But a good 
army is often defeated by bad leadership 
and divided councils. If Republican lvad- 
ers will unite, forgetting the rancors of nast
